The Government 
Wheat Policy 


_———0 


The Federal government wheat acerage reduction plan is en- 
gaging the attention of farmers at the present time. It should be under- 
stood that in order to be eligible for any payment with respect to wheat, 
acerage reduction the farmer must make application not later than May 
Sist to the secretary of the municipality in which he resides or, in the cas¢ 
ot wnorganized areas, to the provincial government. 


Farmer application forms have been supplied to the municipal 

secretaries and to the provincial government. The Minister of agriculture 

anxious to have farmers fill in these forms as soon as possible. It is 

suggested that each famer should obtain one of these forms as soon as hé 
can. 


In connection with the plan these main facts should always be 
cept in mind. 


1. It is only on reduced wheat acecrage, deducted from the 
wheat acerage established for 1940, that payment is made. 


2. There must be an tncrease in the 1940 acerage of other 
crops or an increase in summer-fallow before payment cam be made. 


3. ‘The Wheat Board will accept only the avota established 
for wheat delivery. 


While the basic facts of ‘the plan appear to be plain enough 
there are sure to be exceptional cases. For that reason it scems best that 
no delay should be made by the farmer in filling in application. 


Only 222 million bushels will be accepted by the Wheat Board 
from Western Canada. The wheat acerage in 1940 in the west was 27,750,- 
0. The government believes that only 19 million acres will be required 
tc produce 222 million bushels and supply seed and feed for the western 
farms. 
The following illustrations of policy have been issued by the 
vinister of agriculture: 
1. Half section farm, 300 acres improved, 
The cultivated land in 1940 was cropped as follows: wheat 100 
~ves; fallow 90 acres; coarse grains 90 acres; grass and pasture 20 acres. 
If the farmer reduced his wheat acreage 25 per cent he could

WAR TROPHIES

Recent developments: in Canada's 

coast-to-coast salvage campaign 

private and national. 


thousands of Canadian housewives 
are taking advantage of the salvage 
drive to clean out garrets, base- 
ments, back sheds, store-away 
places, as the have never been 
cleaned out before—and to donate 
the discarded articles to their local 
salvage conimittee, 

The national spring cleaning is 
of an equally interesting nature. 
Over twenty years ago trophies of 
the first World War—German how- 
itzers, field pieces. machine guns. 
mortars, and the like—were loaned 
to municipal and military orgdni- 
zations for display purposes. The 
trophies remained the property of 
the Dominion Government. The 
vroposal now is to clean out the 
tnsightly decorations and return 
them to their former owners—in 
the form of bombs and other imp- 
lements of war. 

These two kinds of spring clean- 
ing are giving Canada’s great drive 
to prevent waste added impetus. 

In every city and small town, 
and on every farm, housewives are 
making real contributions to the 
collection of vita? materials for 
war industries. They are making 
brooms, vacuums, dusters fly in 
domiciles from Halifax to Victoria, 
and out of the stir is coming a huge 
stream of articles which are going 
to help win the war. 


The first of these are metals. In 
the back of the kitchen cupboard, 
in the nook under the stairs, in the 
attic, they come to light as the 
cleaning progresses, and out they 
go to worry Mr. Hitler. 

Old iron frying pans, broken 
copper chaifing dishes, outmoded 
electric irons, those horrid bronze 
statuettes, brass fire irons, which 
have been collecting dust for years 
—out they are going and into the 
general campaign for scrap metals. 
In the back shed and the garage 
ere other metals which are being 
captured by the spring cleaning 
troops. Old chains. broken down 
lawn mowers, abandoned garden 
tools—they are flowing in a con- 
tinuous stream to the local salvage 
committees and thence to the 
smelters for tanks and ships and 
guns and ammunition,
